Technocratic People 

Where I think the Technocrats ars 
acting completely contrary to the pub 
lie interest is in systematically spread ¬ 
ing the propaganda against the dem¬ 
ocratic principle of government. 

Democracy is by far the best sys¬ 
tem yet devised to advance and safe-' 
guard the. rights of the great mass of 
the people. There is nothing good 
that has been done in any dictator 
country which could not have been 
as well done under democracy. And 
all of the outrages, the murder of mil¬ 
lions, the persecution of whole classes 
the degradation of whole generations 
of youth would have been utterly im¬ 
possible under democracy. 

The priceless heritage -of self-gov¬ 
ernment by democracy is that the 
people have the right to get rid of 
governments they do not want, and 
social conditions they do not want. 
They can get rid of capitalism if they 
really want to, or of any part of it. 

But under democracy they have al¬ 
so the right to reverse their steps if 
they are disappointed by results. They 
can throw out the bar r6om—and if 
they do not like its successor they can 
also throw out prohibition. They have 
the . right to be wrong—the right to 
make mistakes—the right to progress 
by the path responsible for all real 
human progress—namely that of tri rl 
and error, the learning by experience.

y^HEN one starts visualizing what night must be 
' like in a blackout country, it is haunting. It is not 
so much the fact of darkness in itself, as darkness be¬ 
cause of fear of death' from the skies; the fact of peopled 
darkness—human beings near at hand, on every side, 
moving, thinking, fearing, and yet invisible. A writer 
in Colliers magazine, says: “When you step from in¬ 
doors in Europe at night you step back four centuries.” 

We in this country sweep fearlessly along the high¬ 
ways. Always on the horizon is the electrical gleam 
from town and village. Along the roads on every side 
are the warm, friendly little lights from homes, each 
sending out its message of comfort and shelter and 
trustful welcome. The oncoming cars flash their sig¬ 
nals as they meet and pass. LightsT lights, on every 
side, the symbol of a people who know nothing of fear, 
nor dread, nor the necessity of'moving furtively. 

It is said that in coastal areas of Canada there are 
blackouts, and peopljt are being initiated iff the terrors 
that lie over Europe. If this is an essential safeguard 
against real threat', it is probably wise to accustom 
people. But such steps should not be taken without good 
reason. —- 

Not that Canada can rest too securely in the freedom 
which geographical location has so far brought. The 
time may come when exposed sections of the Dominion 
may live in the demoralising mental tension which must 
prevail in Europe. But it does not seem wise to hasten 
that horror without sufficient justification. The effect 
on human beings, particularly on children, must be con¬ 
sidered. When scientists say that a prolonged period 
of blackout conditions may alter health, temperament, 
morals, social habits and even racial characteristics, 
they are stating a most obvious probability. European 
peoples are summoning all that they have of courage, 
humor and good nature to surmount this condition 
which Modem science has brought. But how long can 
humanity endure and remain normal? We in the interior 
of Canada should give daily thanks for being spared, 
for the present at least the unnatural deprivations which 
ride the civilian population of Europe.

,2. Increased standard of tryi tig, to be obtained by full 
flow of trade. 

3. Each country to choose its own form of govern¬ 
ment provided foreign policy is not injurious to neigh¬ 
bors. 

4. Gradual disarmament to level needed for internal 
law and order. 

The Monitor continues “There is something to think 
about. It is not a complete program, but surely ne¬ 
gotiated boundaries are cheaper than the methods 
which produced this war, and is not freer trade more 
practical than the economic war which merely passed 
into more active phase on Sept. 3.”

The Public Library 


(From The High River Times) / 

T^HOSE who make most frequent use.of ^lie High 
River Library, realize to some degree at least, the 
amount of work which lias been given by a few women 
of the town, in order to provide and maintain this public 
service. In order that every detail in connection with 
the books be systematically recorded, a tremendous 
amount of preliminary and continuing work has been 
necessary. One of the main arguments always used 
against this “voluntary” type of library, is that hooks 
are lost, shelves are depleted, without any adequate 
checkup. This discouraging possibility, has been elim¬ 
inated by good ground work and careful bookkeeping 
from week to week. The result of the first ten months 
of operation finds the library considerably stronger and 
more flourishing than in its earlier stages. No books are 
lost. Every hook out can be readily checked as to the 
holder, and time of release. A good stait has been 
made in the purchase of new books, and the extent to 
which expansion is possible is dependent to a great de¬ 
gree on the patronage of the library. 

The handicap of a library launched as a voluntary 
rather than 4n institutional, project, is that inevitably, 
it' carries’a proportion of donations that are not in 
wide leading demand. Neveitheless. readers will find 
a surprising number of good books, old favorites well 
worth re-reading, or new important books appealing to 
a wide range of tastes. 

The sole purpose of the serv ice is to bring recreational 
and cultural pleasure to as large a number.of people of 
the district as will make use of it. The membe ship cards 
entitle the reader to 25 books for 25 cents, with a small 
additional fee for the opportunity of getting some of the 
later books. Surely this is a storehouse of adventure 
for country and for town people. 


Accordingly his neutrality is a balancing feat or a sort of 
teeter-totter. By not going into the war he helped the 
Allies.

He is shaping his course so that he will be a factor 
in the peace negotiations when Italian and perhaps German 
interests will be his chief concern. He rattles the sabre and 
keeps the shadow of war over his bewildered countrymen 
who have no more idea than he has what cause he will 
espouse or what country he will attack. 


Mr. Hepburn, Premier of Ontario, is being severely cen¬ 
sured for finding fault with the federal government in war¬ 
time. It was thought that be had buried the hatchet with 
which he hail pursued Mr. King, but he is again critical of 
the manner in which war preparations are going on. Mr. 
King probably brought it on'himself by talking over the* 
“adio of the quiet but effective work that was done before 
war was declared. Mr. Hepburn reminds him of how in 
July 1938 he turned down a British proposal to train air- 
nilots in Ciymda. We cannot recpll that he objected at the 
time. However, it looks as if the obligation to refrain from 
criticism of our war effort imposes an obligation on the- 
government not to boast of its achievements unduly.”

Why Public Buys Alberta Wheat Pool Earns 
Christmas Seals Large Dividends 1938-39 


Tuberculosis is still the first cause 
of death during the age period from 
15 to 46, although it has been reduced 
to seventh in importance as a cause 
of death in the entire population. 

There are 61 Christmas Seal com¬ 
mittees affiliated with the Canadian 
Tuberculosis Association. 

The first Christmas Seal sale was 
held in Denmark in 1904, the result 
of an inspiration of Einar Holboell, a 
postal clerk. 

How to prevent tuberculosis is a 
part of the campaign financed by the 
annual sale of Christmas se'als. 

Dr. Robert Lock, a German physic¬ 
ian, announced the discovery of the 
germ which causes tuberculosis (the 
tubercle bacillus) in 1882. 

Wilhelm Konrad Roentgen announc¬ 
ed his discovery' of the X-ray forty- 
four years ago, on January 23, 1896. 

Tuberculosis kills 19 people every¬ 
day in Canada or one every 75 min¬ 
utes. 

In 1885', Dr. Edward L. Trudeau 
built for two of his patients a little, 
red cottage in Saranac Lake, N.Y. 
This was the beginning of sanatorium 
treatment for the tuberculous on this 
continent. The first sanatorium in 
Canada was at Muskoka in Ontario. 

The sale of Christmas seals fur¬ 
nished the funds used in the campaign 
against tuberculosis in 52 other coun¬ 
tries, as well as Canada.

Delegates at the annual Wheat Pool 
convention held in Calgary, learned 
that the Pool shewed the best season 
in ten years. 

Improved conditions and increased 
handling were reflected in the report 
which showed an operating surplus of 
$508,057.13 for the fiscal year ending 
July 31. This surplus was realized af¬ 
ter $519,405 was deducted for depre¬ 
ciation and $225,258.34 paid.to the 
provincial government for interest on 
the 1929 pool over-payment. 

The operating earnings of Alberta 
Pool Elevators for the year ended 
July 31st, 1939 showed a surplus of 
$508,057.13. This figure was arrived 
at after allowing $519,405.17 for de¬ 
preciation and paying $225,258.34 to 
the Alberta government as interest 
on indebtedness. The results for the 
crop year 1938-39 are the best since 
the year 1928-29. 

Total handlings of Alberta Pool 
Elevators for the year under review 
were 4-4,505,923 bushels of grain, 
compared with 22,929,712 bushels a 
year previous. The larger handlings 
were accounted for principally by .the 
better crop in Alberta in 1938 as com¬ 
pared with 1937. 

The net free assets representing the 
equity of the membership in the Al- 
brta Wheat Pool as at July 31st, 1939, 
totalled $4,693,793.54, an increase of 
$1,045,994.04 over the previous year. 
~ Alberta Pool Elevators operated 421 
country elevators 'n 1938-39 out of a 
total owned of 126. Two terminals | 
were operated, namely Pool No. 1,1 
owned by the association, and Pool 
No. 2, leased from the federal govern¬ 
ment. Both these terminals are lo¬ 
cated at Vancouver. 

Mention was made by It. D. Purdy 
of tendency of wheat shipments to the 
east. 

World wheat exports for the 1938- 
39 year were estimated at 610 million 
bushels leaving a world carryover of 
over a billion bushels. In recent years 
total world wheat trade ftas averaged 
about 550 million bushels of which 
Europe has taken about -400 million 
bushels.

to the Dominion Rust Research 
Laboratory as cereal specialist and 
in 1935 was appointed head of the 
field crops department of the 
University of Alberta.

The Scottish Declaration of 
Independence now in the Register 
House at Edinburgh is described by 
the Registrar House officials as “prob¬ 
ably our most precious possession.” It 
supports the Anglo Saxon Chronicle n 
important details. Drawn up by Ber¬ 
nard de Linton, Abbot of Aberbro- 
thock, and Chancellor of Scotland, it 
was sent to Pope John XXII by Scot¬ 
tish estates, in Parliament assembled 
under presidency of King Robert the 
Bruce on April 6, 1320. This precious 
document says: 

“We know most Holy Father, and 
from chronicles and books of the an¬ 
cients gather, that among other illus¬ 
trious nations, the nation 6f the Scots 
has been distinguished by many hon¬ 
ors; which passing from the greater 
Scythia through the Mediterranean 
Sea and Pillars of Hercules; and so¬ 
journing amongst savage tribes in 
Spain through a long course of time, 
could nowhere be subjugated by any 
people however batbarous; and com¬ 
ing thence 1200 years after the out- 
going of the people of Israel, they, by 
many victories and infinite toil, ac¬ 
quired for Themselves possessions in 

the west which they now hold.In 

their Kingdom 113 kings of their own 
Royal stock, no strange intervening, 
have reigned.”

The Big Beml road, the connecting: 
link of the Dominion highway has 
l>een completed, hut will not be opened 
until about July 1st, 1940. The- Big 
Bend road is 187 miles of highway 
which runs in hairpin shape to get 
around the Selkirk Kange of moun¬ 
tains from Revelstoke to Golden. The 
route follows the Cariboo road along 
Fraser Canyon to Cache Creek where 
it turns eastward through Kamloops 
and along to Salmon Arm. From there 
the route goes eastward to Revelstoke 
and then around the Big Bern! to Gold¬ 
en following the Columbia River. 

At Golden connection is made with 
the Kootenay-Columbia River high¬ 
way running southward to the United 
States and with Lake Louise and Cal- 
gary-BanlT-Jasper Park road. 

‘ In regard to the condition and safe¬ 
ty of the roads, it is .said that while 
there are sections which will require 
careful driving, there is far more 
danger on what we consider safe 
speedways, as evidenced by traffic ac 
cidents even on our prairie highways.

Care To Fatten 
Poultry For Sale 


Fattening Period Brings Big¬ 
gest Returns; Crate and 
Pen Methods 


All poultry intended for market 
should be fattened before sale, -be¬ 
cause the gain through fattening 
brings the biggest returns in respect 
to feet conadmption. 

Only vigoifcus ctock should be fat¬ 
tened. 

Methods suggested by Experimen¬ 
tal Farm Notes, crate and pen fatten¬ 
ing. Crate fattening gives greatest 
gains in shortest time on lowest feed 
consumption. Pei fattening requires 
less skill and no additional crate equip 
rnent. 

In crate fattening, the crates are 
set up in a room of moderate temper¬ 
ature for two or three weeks before 
killing. They are - starved for 24 
hours and then g.ven epsom salts at 
the rate of one pound per one hundred 
birds in their first feed. No hard grain 
is given and all feed soft-mixed to a 
consistency which will just pour. 

Two such feedings daily, morning 
and evening are as satisfactory as a 
greater number and any unconsumed 
feed should be removed after 20 min¬ 
utes to half an hour and fed to other 
stock. s 

In pen fattening the birds are 
handled as for crate fattening except 
that they are confined to a pen of lim¬ 
ited area and may be fed three times 
a day and for a longer period. 

Experiments show that corn, buck¬ 
wheat and wheat bring best gains. 
Oats and barley are satisfactory, but 
not so good. Grains may be fed alone 
or in combination, all being ground 
and the coarsest hulls sifted oats. If 
5 or 8 '/ of melted mutton or beef fat 
is mixed while hot with the ground 
grains, fattening quality is increased. 
Skim milk or butter milk or whey 
should he used as mixer.

Used Western Lariats to

An ingenious way of overcoming 
the U.S. neutrality law in neighborly 
dealing is given in the "transportation 
of I'.S. planes from Montana to Al¬ 
berta. 

Royal Canadian Air Force men 
standing on the International bound¬ 
ary in the vicinity of Coutts, Alberta, 
toss a tow rope over the border and 
drag U.S.A.-made aircraft on to Can¬ 
adian soil, it- w^s revealed by the "na- 
t'onal defence department in announc¬ 
ing delivery of an additional ten ad¬ 
vanced training planes of the Harvard 
type manufactured in California. 
Forbidden by the U.S. neutiality law 
from exporting aircraft by flying 
them out of the United States, the 
manufacturing company’s pilots fly 
the new planes to a hastily-construct¬ 
ed flying field 50 yards from the bor¬ 
der, near Sweetgrass, Mont.
